UNSUITED TO U. I 


Would Serve Politics Rather Tha • 


Business Needs, Says R. S. 


Hecht, Citing Previous 


Experiences. 


QUOTES P R E S ID E N T JACKSON 


Extent and Diversity of 
This Country 


Presents Different Situation From 


Europe and Makes Regional 


Banking Necessary. 


WASHINGTON, D. C.— A refutation 
of arguments in favor of a government 
owned central bank sy stem foi the 
United States is presented in a state­ 
ment by R. S. Hecht. President of the 
American Bank ers Association, based 
on exhaustive studies of European cen 
tral bank s. He also points out tbe dis 
astrous conseq uences of previous cen 
tral bank experiments In the United 
States. 
“Our present regional Federal R< 
serve Sy stem under private ownership 
is infinitely better for this country 
than would be 
a government-owned 
and 
controlled 
central 
bank ,” 
Mr 
Hecht says. "If history teaches us any 
thing, it is that it is almost certain that 
a central bank so owned would be run 
to meet the vary ing exigencies of the 
government in power rather than to 
serve the commercial needs of the 
country .” 
Central bank ing has been tried twice 
in the United States, but was finally 
abolished because the credit control 
which the central bank s exercised be 
came objectionable and unpopular, he 
goes on to say. 


What Andrew Jackson Said 
“The continued existence of the Sec­ 
ond Bank finally became a bitter polit 
icai issue and President Jack son sue 
ceeded in abolishing it," Mr. Hecht 
say s. “Permit me to q uote from bis fare 
well address: 'The immense capital and 
peculiar privileges bestowed upon is 
enabled it to exercise despotic sway 
over the other bank s in every part o» 
the country . From its superior strength 
it could seriously Injure, if not destroy 
the business of any of them whlct 
might Incur its resentment. . . . If you 
bad not conq uered, the governmen' 
would have passed from the hands ot 
the many to the hands of the few: and 
this organized money power, from its 
secret conclave, would have dictated 
the choice of y our highest officers. 
The forms of y our government might 
for a time, have remained, but its living 
spirit would have departed from it. 
When the Wilson Administration con 
sidered bank ing reform it carefully 
k ept away from vesting central bank 
ing powers in a single institution and 
instead introduced the regional idea by 
creating twelve reserve bank s located 
in different economic and geographical 
sections of the country , Mr. Hecht says, 
a plan that has work ed exceedingly 
well because the separate bank s are 
under the guidance of men chosen on 
account of their intimate acq uaintance 
with the problems and needs of their 
respective territories. He continues: 
“ The great size and diversity of 
America tends to make a central bank 
undesirable. The central banks of Eu 
rope such as the Banks of England 
France and Germany , cover areas not 
aa large as some of our states. A cen 
tp*( bank In tbe United States 
tbe 


tral bank s. 


Subservient to Popular Demands 
“Moreover, history has proven I 
__ 
any bank ing sy stem entirely owned 
and dominated by the government 
usu 
ally demonstrates much greater ability 
in aiding expansion of credit than in 
putting on the brak es at the right time 
to prevent undue inflation by restrain 
ing and contracting credit. This Is easy 
to understand because in times of de 
pression every one is urging tbe govern 
rnent to mak e money and credit easy 
and to encourage expansion. 
“On the other band, it alway s has 
been and alway s will be a difficult task 
for any government to call 
a bait Id 
time of apparent prosperity because in 
the very nature of things the govern 
meat would be very sensitive to public 
criticism and would hesitate to tak e 
any action which would tend to curtail 
business activity It is such undue sus 
ceptibility to popular demand* which 
mak es government bank ing inherently 
weak . 
“Our studies show that of all the cen­ 
tral bank s at present existing there are 
only four whose stock is owned by the 
government The newest central bank 
is that of Canada, which opened Its 
doors only 
a few months ago after 
a 
most exhaustive study had been made 
of the experience of al) nations with 
tbe result that the stock of the Bank 
of Canada is privately owned." 
The American Bank ers Association. 
Mr. Hecht says, is convinced that a cen 
tral bank would not be In the Interest 
of the public or the bank s This post 
tlon, he added. Is "well understood by 
the President and the leaders in his Ad 
ministration for we have he*'’

"In 1930 about 250 men finished

Now nineteen finish 250 in the same 
time. 
‘‘A new 
photoelectric 
inspecting 
machine dispenses with ten to twenty 
human inspectors. 
‘‘A device operated by liquid air 
puts ring-inserts 
in cylinder blocks 
and reduces labor cost GO per cent. 
"In 1929 the labor cost of one 
manufacturer’s door was $4. 
In 1935 
it is 15 cents. 
“ If used full time, an automatic 
bufftu in a hardware plant can dis­ 
place fifty men. 
“ Welding machines enable three 
men to do what 
nineteen 
did six 
years ago.” 
These statistics are startling, 
for 
doubtless they reflect a similar con­ 
dition in other industries.

A good way to keep 
dried fru its is in b u ckets with tight 
lids. 
Beans, peas, etc., shou ld b e pu t 
in tight b oxes, b arrels or anything 
that can b e closed tight and a small 
b ottle of carb on wdth pu nctu red lid. 
For immediate u se heat them u ntil 
they are pretty warm for 30 minu tes. 
Dried corn may b e kept in b u ckets 
or even paper sacks. 
Root vegetab le 
discu ssion led b y Mrs. McKay. 
Place 
these on raised mou nds or dry dirt 
and stack corn stalks or other dry 
b u ndle stu ff u pright arou nd them to 
drain the wrater away. 
Throw dirt 
ttP arou nd the b ottom.

kept in b oxes of dry sand in the 
cellar or even in pits in the open 
grou nd. 
Always covering with dry 
aand and drawing the water away.

We learned some new ways of stor­ 
ing is to cu t into 6 or 8 in squ ares 
and pack in large lard cans or stone 
jars and cover w’ith lard ju st melted.

packed down in the lard. 
A good 
way to keep b acon for seasoning is 
to cu t in 5 or 6 in squ ares and b oil 
in b rine that will float an egg till 
the b lood in the lean part is congeal­ 
ed 
Pack in jars or wooden keg and 
pou r b oiling b rine over and weight 
down. 
Will b e like fresh pork when 
u sed. 
Some have kept hams and 
fresh b eef in this way.
